Also, for the first time the bishops as a body will be 
asked to vote their approval of a major ecumenical 
document, the Final Report of the first Anglican-Roman 
Catholic International Commission. 


THEIR 20-ITEM action agenda alone involves nearly 
400 pages of documentation that was. sent to the bishops 
‘in October. Written reports for information and 
discussion were expected to take up several hundred 
additional pages. 


‘Discussion of a still-secret first draft’ of a national 
pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching and the U.S. 
economy is the most controversial general issue facing the 
four-day assembly. Many observers have predicted that 
the proposed pastoral could provoke more public debate 
than the bishops’ 1983 pastoral on war and peace issues. 


Initial plans had called for releasing the first draft of the 
economy document this summer, but concern over likely 
misuse of it in election-year campaigning led the bishops 
to postpone its release until just before the meeting, after 
the elections are over. 


THE ECONOMIC pastoral is not an ‘‘action’’ item 
_on the November agenda, however. It is only up for 
discussion, with an eye toward further revisions over the 
next year and a final debate and vote by the nation’s 
bishops in November 1985. 


Several, of the action items on which the bishops will be 
asked to cast votes this year involve various church law 
questions, ranging from the age-of receiving confirmation 
to rules for church support and clerical dress, from norms 
for recording baptisms of adopted children to guidelines 
for presentation of -Catholic teaching on radio and 
television. 


A major policy shift for the American Board of Catholic 
Missions, which receives 40 percent of the annual Mission 
Sunday collection in the United States, is up for 
consideration. The bishops. are also being asked to 
approve preparation of a statement on the missions, with 
an eye toward publication in 1986. 

THE BISHOPS will be asked to approve. a 1985 
budget of $25.5 million for the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and the U.S. Catholic Conference, up 
from $24.2 million this year. 


They will be asked to raise the yearly diocesan 
assessments for NCCB-USCC support from the 1984 and 
1985 level of 12.3 cents per Catholic to 13.3 cents per

e A new eucharistic prayer, brief and poetic in 
style, developed by the International Committee on 
English in the Liturgy, for general use in Mass as another 
option in addition to the four eucharistic prayers now 
available. If adopted by a two-thirds vote of the U.S. 
bishops and approved by the Holy See, it would mark the 
first time that a eucharistic prayer originally composed in 
English became available for use in U.S. Catholic 
churches. 


e A revised, ‘‘inclusive language’? (gender 
neutral) Grail Psalter, for liturgical use in the United 
States. If approved by the U.S. bishops and the Vatican, 
this version of the Psalms would eventually replace the 
original Grail Psalter approved in 1963 for liturgical use. 
The revision changes many masculine references to 
neutral ones, such as substituting “‘family of Israel’’ for 
“sons of Israel’’ or ‘‘those who follow’’ for ‘‘the man who 
follows. ’’ 


© Approval of the Final Report of the first 
Anglican-Roman. Catholic International Commission 
(ARCIC I), which includes major agreed statements on 
the Eucharist, ministry and authority in the Church. 
The bishops will be asked to adopt as their response to 
ARCIC I’s Final Report a 20-page theological evaluation 
written by Father Carl Peter, dean of The Catholic 
University of America’s School of Religious Studies, and 
approved by a special committee of bishops that was 
formed to study the ARCIC document. 


The evaluation generally approves and commends the 
commission’s work but also cites several weaknesses. It 
asks the successor commission, ARCIC II, to clarify, 
study further, or expand on certain points considered 
ambiguous or inadequate. 


e New guidelines for the formation and ministry of 
permanent deacons in the United States. If approved, the 
new guidelines would update those established in 1971, 
when the permanent ‘diaconate was still in its infancy. 


e New guidelines for the continuing formation of 
priests. Updating 1972 guidelines, the proposed new ones 
incorporate the results of a tremendous expansion since 
that time in virtually every area of ongoing priestly 
formation. 


e A new policy statement on the American Board 
of Catholic Missions. Formed in - 1920, the ABCM 
delivers 60 percent of the annual Mission Sunday 
collection to the Holy See for worldwide use and governs

“In the United States we tolerate many ridiculous 
beliefs,’” Macy said. ‘‘But to tolerate doesn’t mean you 
can’t criticize.”’ 

‘*A religion must demonstrate the wisdom of its 
teachings. It should expose itself to criticism and debate.

Three projects awarded CHD grants 


SAN DIEGO — Three local self-help projects have 
been awarded grants totaling $88,000 from the national 
Campaign for Human Development (CHD). 

Father Marvin A. Mottet; CHD executive director, 
visited San Diego Oct. 26 near the end of a 40-diocese 
tour and announced the grants. 

RECEIVING $30,000 from CHD will be the 
California State Organizing Project, which hopes to 
establish a network of local community organizing efforts 
like the San Diego Organizing Project. 

The Continental Craft Cooperative will receive a 
$20,000 grant. The cooperative, which Catholic 
Commmunity. Services helped organize, hopes to 
promote economic self-sufficiency for newly arrived 
refugees by helping them market their native crafts. 

The West/Southwest Project on Low-Income Women 
Workers has been granted $38,000. The National City 
group hopes to enhance working conditions and wages of 
secretaries, bank clerks and others. 

THE CHD was begun by U.S. Catholic bishops in 
1970. It is supported by an annual collection in churches 
throughout the country during the Thanksgiving-season. 
The collection will be taken in most dioceses this year on 
Nov. 18. 

Seventy-five percent of the money collected is sent to 
the national CHD office; the remainder is retained in the 
dioceses to support local self-help groups. 


Last year the San Diego diocese sent $43,000 to CHD. 
Because this year’s CHD grants to self-help groups within 
the diocese is $88,000, that represents a return of over 200 
percent, Father Mottet said. 


““MOST CALIFORNIA dioceses get back more than 
they send,’’ Father Mottet said. There are many reasons 
for that, he added, but a primary one is the co-existence of 
wealth and poverty in the Sunbelt areas.

Briefs 


RUMOR RESURFACES — A rumor 
linking the Procter and Gamble Co. with 
satanism has re-surfaced, this time in Catholic 
school memos and parish bulletins. In 1982 the 
Cincinnati-based company launched a 
national media campaign to deny rumors 
spread by unsigned flyers that among other 
things, the company’s ‘‘moon and _ stars’’ 
trademark is a satanic symbol. The rumors 
died down, but re-emerged again in August, 
company spokesman Bill Dobson said. This 
year “‘an unusually high number of leads we 
got took us to sources connected to the 
Catholic Church in some way or other,”’ 
Dobson said. 


SEAMLESSNESS — The ‘‘centrality of 
the abortion issue’ does not mean that the 
Catholic Church can oppose the threat of 
nuclear war any less vigorously, Cardinal 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago said Oct. 25. 
In a speech to a Georgetown University forum 
in Washington, the cardinal, reiterated his 
“‘seamless garment’’ theme which 
“‘consciously connects the issues of war and 
abortion.’” He acknowledged that consensus 
on a consistent life ethic is lacking, even in the 
Church. He rejected single-issue approaches 
to politics and criticized politicians who do not 
seek to change abortion laws and policies on 
defense spending and nuclear weapons. 


NOT STEALING — Hunger is so extreme 
in Brazil that starving people can take food 
that belongs to others without this being 
considered stealing, according to a pamphlet 
issued by the Brazilian Catholic bishops. The 
45-page pamphlet, citing U.N. and Brazilian 
government statistics, says that 86 of 122 
million Brazilians eat fewer calories a day than 
the minimum diet prescribed by the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organization. 


BATTLE PLAN — The Archdiocese of St. 
Louis has initiated a five-year plan to involve 
Catholics in fighting pornography, starting 
with a letter-writing campaign to President 
Reagan. The plan, which follows a national 
“‘blueprint’? developed in June, was 
announced at an early October meeting 
attended by 150 parish representatives. Its 
first-year goals include vigorous enforcement 
of federal obscenity laws and passage of state 
cable television laws. 


‘HAITIANS, TOO’ — The U.S. Justice 
Department’s decision to grant Cuban 
refugees legal status under a 1966 law brought 
calls from Catholic officials for equal treatment 
for Haitians who have arrived here under 
similar circumstances. 


INDICTED — An Italian investigating 
judge has indicted three Bulgarians and five 
Turks, including would-be papal assassin 
Mehmet Ali Agca, on charges of conspiring to 
assassinate Pope John Paul II. The indictment 
of three Bulgarians, who at the time of the 
1981 murder attempt worked for their 
government, lends support tc the theory that 
the plot was carried out by the Bulgarian secret 
service on the orders of the Soviet secret police, 
the KGB. Bulgaria has denied any connection 
with the shooting. 


WIFE SUSPENDS HUSBAND — The 
wife of Harry G. John, president and founder 
of the De Rance Foundation, and another De 
Rance officer have obtained a court order 
suspending John as an officer and director and 
temporarily preventing him from spending the 
foundation’s assets, The Milwaukee Sentinel 
reported. De Rance, thought to be the largest 
religiously oriented foundation in the world, 
provides funds mostly to Catholic Church 
groups for education, social development and 
missionary activity. A major project of the 
foundation has been the launching of Santa Fe 
Communications, a satellite television network 
to promote Catholic doctrine. 


IDEOLOGY DENOUNCED — About 
100 religious leaders, including Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit, have 
signed a petition denouncing Armageddon 
ideology and have urged presidential 
candidates to repudiate any belief that nuclear 
war is inevitable. The leaders also expressed 
concern that the ideology, which holds that 
certain events have signaled the end of the 
world, has been promoted by fundamentalist 
groups supporting the re-election of President 
Reagan and that the president himself has said 
the end of the world may occur in this 
generation. In a statement issued the same 
day, the Rev. Jerry Falwell, founder of the 
Moral Majority, called the press conference a 
“‘conspiracy to do injury to Ronald Reagan’s 
re-election effort.’’ 


‘A VIRTUE’ — The domination and 
control of sexual desires ‘‘deserves to be called 
a virtue’? and should be a ‘‘fundamental 
condition’’ in married love, Pope John Paul II 
said Oct. 24. Speaking to several thousand 
people at a weekly general audience at the 
Vatican, the pope described sexual abstinence, 
or continence, as a “‘reciprocal submission”’ 
by husband and wife that enriches their love.

RITE PRAISED — Traditionalist sect 
leaders gave tempered praise to the new 
Vatican permission to use Tridentine Rite 
Masses, while some U.S. bishops said they 
foresaw little demand for the pre-Vatican II 
rite. “‘I think it’s a step in the right direction, 
but it’s not sufficient,’’ said Father Carl 
Pulvermacher of Queen of Angels Chapel in 
Dickinson, Texas. His church has continued 
to celebrate the Tridentine Rite Masses in 
defiance of previous Vatican orders. 


TO RETIRE — Msgr. Bruce Kent, the 
sometimes controversial British peace activist, 
said he plans to retire as secretary general of 


the Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament by 
next Easter, after five years in the post. The 
55-year-old priest said the administrative 
burden became too much to handle when 
coupled with his public duties as secretary 
general.

Leadership That's Working 
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Everyone needed in vocation promotion, 
DCCW told at its 49th annual convention

CARLSBAD — The Diocesan Council 
of Catholic Women presented its largest 
check ever to the diocesan vocations office 
at.its annual convention held Oct. 24 at 
Pea Soup Anderson’s. 


The ‘‘active and committed 
involvement’’ of everyone is essential to 
the vocations effort, said Father Peter 
.Escalante of the diocesan vocations office. 
He and Bishop Leo T. Maher addressed 
the women after the presentation of a 
$16,000 check. The bishop spoke on the 
necessity of letting religion permeate 
“fevery aspect of life.’’ 


**T DON’T know what I’d do without 
you,’ Father Escalante said after 
receiving the donation. 


Vocations must be sponsored by 
everyone, including Religious and the 
ordained, Father Escalante said. Those 
who dedicate their lives to God’s service 
need to give a joyful witness, he added. 


“*Vocations are fostered in the Church 
by those who have the interest of the 
Kingdom at heart,’’ he said. 


IN MANY dioceses, Father Escalante 
said, parishes are being’ closed because of 
the priest shortage. In other parts of the 
country, some priests serve as pastors of 
three or four parishes at a time. 


Nonetheless, ‘‘I can stand before you 
today and say with complete conviction 
that vocations to the ordained ministry’’

are available in the Church “in 
abundance.”’ 

Catholics have a ‘‘corporate 
responsibility’? to assist those with a 
vocation to respond to the call, he said. 


ORDAINED AND vowed Catholics 
should invite others to consider a 
vocation, Father Escalante said. ‘‘We 
need not be apologetic about who we are 
or about what we do.”’ 


The laity also need to foster vocations, 
the vocations director said. ‘‘The 
responsibility of fostering vocations does 
indeed fall upon the entire Christian 
community.’’ Vocations will emerge 
from ‘‘vital and lively’’ faith 
communities, he noted. 


Priests, Religious and those preparing 
for ordained or vowed lives ‘‘need your 
constant support and encouragement,’’ 


he added. 


BISHOP) MAHER addressed the 
group on the role of religion in the secular 
world. ‘Religion is something they want 
to keep in the private lives of people.”’ 
Some people want to keep religion ‘‘out 
of the public arena,’’ Bishop Maher said. 


If religious values are removed from 
the public arena, a vacuum will be 
created, he said, and it will be filled with 
“*secularization.’’ 


Secularization ‘‘works like a disease. 
Therefore, it is like a cancer that. eats 
away the moral fiber of our country,’’ 
Bishop Maher said. 


ECONOMICS IS just one example of 
an area of public life that should be 
scrutinized by those with religious 
convictions. ‘‘There are moral principles 
involved in economics.’’ 


Counselors stress preventive measures 
in ‘low-cost’ parochial school program |

SAN DIEGO — This year marks the 


seventh year of a Catholic Community - 


Services program that provides on-site 
counselors one -day-a week to 11 diocesan 
elementary schools. 


The schools involved in the program. 
are St. Kieran, Our Lady of Grace, and 
Holy Trinity, all in El Cajon; St. John of 
the Cross, Lemon Grove; School of the 
Madeleine, St. Didacus, St. Jude and St. 
Vincent de Paul, all in San Diego; St. 
Pius X, Chula Vista; Mary Star of the 
Sea, La Jolla; and St. Patrick, Carlsbad. 


BEGUN IN 1977, the counseling 
program is run by two _ psychologists 
under the direction of Father. Francis 
Penko, director of counseling at CCS. 
Dr. Cameron Smith is the consulting 
director of the program and Dr. Bill 
Moredock is clinical coordinator and 
counselor for Saint Didacus School. 

Moredock said the program’s purpose 
is to. provide low-cost, ~ high-quality 
counseling to elementary schools. Each 
school pays $2000 a year to have a 
counselor present one day a week, he 
said. Except for Moredock, the program’s 
six counselors are graduate psychology 
students receiving internship credit. 

School faculties and principals, 
Moredock said, determine what services 
will be provided by the counselors. The 
counselors work with children in grades 
kindergarten through eighth. 


COUNSELORS FOCUS on 
preventive measures and try to work with 
students ‘‘before a problem occurs,’’ he 
said. 

Most counseling referrals come from 
teachers and students, the psychologist 
said. A smaller percentage come from 
parents, he added. 

Overall, more boys are sent to the 
counselors than girls, he said. 

COUNSELORS ENCOUNTER 
students with behavior problems, 
depression, physical abuse, - poor 
scholastic achievement and_ those 
suffering the effects of divorce or 
separation of their parents, Moredock 
said. Counselors, he said, consult with 


teachers, parents and principals about 
students. 


Most of the interns visit the playground 
with students to break down the stigma 
children sometimes have toward 
counseling and counselors, he said. 


Because counselors spend only seven 
hours at each school, they cannot do 


long-term work. Students normally have 
four to 15 sessions with a counselor, 
Moredock said. Students who require 
more counseling time are referred to 
other agencies or private practitioners, he 
added.

MOREDOCK SAID counselors 
sometimes give lectures on drug abuse 
and sex education to students and 
parents. 

Psychological educational tests are also 
given by counselors to determine learning 
disabilities, he said. Since most Catholic 
elementary schools do not have the 
facilities -to work with learning 
disabilities, he said, students are 
sometimes referred to San Diego City 
Sehools for further testing if problems are 
discovered. 

Cameron and Moredock meet with 
interns one hour a week to review their 
cases. Interns also participate in a 
90-minute group discussion and receive

MOST INTERNS attend the 
California School of Professional 
Psychology in the Sorrento Valley: One 
of this year’s counselors is a student at 
United States International University. 
None of the interns come from the 
University of San Diego or San Diego 
State University because they are unable 
to commit themselves to the program’s 
schedule, he added. 


Sister Anne Kelly, OSC, principal of 
St. Patrick School, Carlsbad, said the 
school has used the counseling program 
for six years. ‘‘It was obvious there were 
children (at the school) who needed 
testing or counseling...We needed to have 
someone here for the kids,’’ she said. 


The counselors provide an alternative 
for teachers, Sister Anne said. 


SHE HAS witnessed a change in 
students’ perception of counseling over 
the past six years. At first students would 
make stereotypical remarks about 
counselors, she said, but the counselors 
have shattered these negative images and 
many students now make counseling 
appointments for themselves. 


Sister Elizabeth .Moran, OSC, 
principal of St. Pius X School, Chula 
Vista, said the counseling program has 
had a positive impact. Parents and 
teachers are very supportive of the 
program, which the school has had for 
four years, she said. 


Besides working with students during 
the school day, Sister Elizabeth said, the 
counselor holds ‘‘sharing sessions’’ for 
parents to discuss problems with the 
children at home. 


“THE PROGRAM iis invaluable,” 
Sister Elizabeth said. A tremendous need 
for school counseling exists because of the 
growth of single-parent households and 
other “‘traumatic problems children 
face,’ she said. 

The only weakness of the program, 
Sister Elizabeth said, is that the school’s 
counselor changes each year. ‘‘Students 
build a relationship with them (the 
counselors) and then they’re gone,’’ she 
said,

Women and abortion 


The National Coalition of American Nuns issued a statement 
opposing ‘‘any legislation’’ to restrict a woman’s choice about 
abortion. In other words, it favors abortion on demand. 

Abortion is also addressed by the 10 black Catholic bishops of 


the United States in their just-released pastoral letter on 
evangelization. Their position differs radically from NCAN’s. 

The bishops lamented efforts to provide low-cost abortions to 
black mothers, which they see as another form of subjugation. 
Indeed, they observe, ‘“‘there are those who would even 
characterize it as a form of genocide.”’ 

A leading black Protestant church also recently came out 
against abortion on demand. 


One might think that these statements from the black 


community would give NCAN serious pause. Yet NCAN 


maintains, in effect, that its own position on abortion is the only 
one that adequately reflects authentic Catholic teaching. 


NCAN — which represents approximately two percent of 
American nuns — says the American bishops “‘believe that they 
alone have the right and wisdom to make decisions about the 
morality’’ of a woman’s right to decide the outcome of her 
pregnancy. 

School Sister of Notre Dame Margaret Traxler, a former 
NCAN chairperson, elaborated on this in a recent interview. 
‘“‘How can someone suggest,’’ she asked, ‘‘that only men can 
discuss women’s bodies? I’m white. I can’t tell a black what his 
experience of black is. I’m Anglo. I can’t tell a Hispanic what his 
experience is. How can a man tell a woman what to do about her 
body?”’ 

Catholic women have many legitimate complaints about the 
way they are treated in Church and society, and I applaud them 
for demanding that their rights be respected. But it’s unfortunate 
that a group of women Religious would appeal to simplistic 
feminist rhetoric to justify abortion on demand. 


Can Church opposition to abortion be dismissed simply as an 
expression of episcopal male chauvinism? 


Following Sister Traxler’s argument to its logical conclusion, 
NCAN members presumably would have to drop many apostolic 
works in which they are now so effectively engaged. How is it 
possible for them, as female celibates, to be marriage counselors? 
Since they are not alcoholics or drug addicts, how can they 
minister so effectively to men and women who are addicted? As 
women, how can they minister, again very effectively, to male 
prison inmates? : 


Sister Traxler admitted bishops have a right to teach, even on 
abortion. ‘‘But there’s a difference,’’ she said, ‘‘between what 
they say and what the Church’s teaching is.”’ 


The bishops, she said, ‘‘can speak, yes. They can call 
commands to the troops, but they’re not looking back at the 
troops to make sure they’re following them.”’ 


That’s a curious argument from an activist who has often 
prodded the bishops to take the lead on controversial issues. Why 
demand that the bishops step out ahead of their reluctant troops 
on disarmament, interracial justice, Central America, but not 
abortion? 


If NCAN’s members are sincere about helping women — and 
I think they are — they could do no better than take up the black 
bishops’ challenge. 


It is our duty, the bishops said, ‘‘to show practical concern and 
honest compassion for the many mothers-to-be who are too often 
encouraged to seek an abortion by the conventional wisdom of 
our society today.’’ 

NCAN members, to their credit, have already done much to 
meet this challenge. Much more remains to be done — by all of 
us, male and female alike. 

That’s why it hurts to see NCAN militantly espousing and 
reinforcing the ‘‘conventional wisdom’’ on abortion. Ethics and 
morality aside, that’s the worst possible way to promote the 
feminist cause.

Election ’84 — The State Propositions 


Once again California voters are presented with a variety of 
state propositions on the ballot that range from innocuous to 
explosive in significance. Propositions 25 - 41 are the state 
measures this November; 25 - 30 are bond issues totaling over 
$1.65 billion and each needs to be carefully analyzed on its 
respective merit. Proposition 35 will not appear as it was 
removed by decision of the State Supreme Court. In this space I 
would like to address what are key justice-related propositions. 
While our candidates and propositions deserve careful scrutiny 
and reasoned consideration, Propositions 36, 37 and 41 merit 
special attention. 


Proposition 38 if passed would require the governor to notify 
the President and Congress that the people of California have 
voted to provide ballots printed only in English. This decison 
could open the door to further and future’ attacks against 
bilingual education programs. 


Proposition 39 would alter the practice of having the state 
legislature reapportion electoral districts after each decennial 
census and establish an ‘independent’ reapportionment 
commission of retired judges. This highly charged proposition 
has immense consequences for the future of politics in California. 


Proposition 40 would limit political contributions to $1,000 by 
any person, group or party and would ban contributions by 
corporation, labor unions and party caucuses . . . again a highly 
charged proposition with significant ramifications for partisan 
politics in California. While reform or attention to the issues 
raised in 38, 39 and 40 is needed, the question to be asked is, 
Does this proposition give us the reform needed? 


Proposition 36 also known as Jarvis IV or ‘save proposition 
13’ would overturn court decisions that nibbled away Prop. 13 
benefits to taxpayers and limit the ability of local governments to 
raise fees, assessments and taxes. In this proposition as well as 37 
and 41 a short-term attractive solution is being proposed that can 
have devastating long-term impacts. 


While Prop. 36 would cut taxes for some it would increase the 
inequity for others. Prop. 36 would limit the ability of 
government to levy fees and assessment and also the ability of 
government to provide services. Prop. 36 would necessitate a 
rebate of fees enacted since the passage of Prop. 13 in 1978 — 
where would that money come from? 


A broad-based coalition of groups including the State 
Chamber of Commerce and various taxpayers associations are 
opposed to Prop. 36 because of the negative impact it will have 
on the California economy. In my opinion, Prop. 36 does not 
promote fairness or equity and runs the potential of further 
disenfranchising the lowest level of our economic structure. Vote 
NO on Proposition 36. 


Proposition 37 would establish a state lottery with certain 
proceeds earmarked for education. The controversy surrounding 
this proposition emanates from several factors, the rate of return 
for education funding, the administrative costs, the propriety of 
obtaining funds through a lottery and the potential long-range 
impact on state-financed funding of educational programs. 


The questions raised by the opposition need to be answered 
and assurance given that the state will not reduce its level of 
financial commitment to education before a support position can 
be urged. 


Proposition 41 would reduce California welfare benefits, 
excluding aid to the blind, disabled and aged to no more than 10 
percent of the national average. This would mean about a 25 
percent cut in AFDC, cuts would also be directed to Medi-Cal in 
about, the same amount. Prop. 41 if passed would also reduce the 
share of federal money sent to the state to fund AFDC payments 
and would transfer additional costs to the county government. 
Welfare reform has been called for at every election and most 
people agree that reform is needed. 


However Prop. 41 is not reform, it creates injustice and 
hardships for those in our society most in need of our care and 
concern. Prop. 41 is not the answer to welfare reform and 
deserves a resounding NO vote.

On a wall in my youngest grandchild’s room is a plaque 
which reads: ‘‘When there is sadness and life seems 
unfair, remember me.’’

I wonder how many of us can 
contemplate such an invitation without a degree of regret 
or remorse. So often it takes sadness and special problems 
before we discover, perhaps for the second or third time, 
our profound need and dependency on God. 


THE SIMPLE fact is that the kind of life we live, the 
kind of goals and ambitions inculcated in us from 
childhood, frequently contradict the directives we are 
given in the gospels; consequently, we are likely to find 
ourselves way off track spiritually when trouble stops us. 
If it is not personal ambition, power or prestige or some 
other kind of glorification of self that sends us off on a 
detour, it is preoccupation with specific relationships and 
the obsession with pleasing someone else above all. 


Most of us are easily persuaded that the way we are 
living our lives is of primary importance and value, and 
that is probably quite valid, up to a point. But it is only 
absolutely true when at the same time we are being drawn

closer and closer to Christ and nearer and nearer to His 
image — that is, the image He holds of us as loving, 
forgiving, God-centered people. Much of what-we do and 
are is centered on self and the things of self such as our 
family, our vocation, our ministry, our career. This seems 
perfectly natural. What we tend to forget is that 
everything we have, from talents to possessions is ours as 
gifts of God’s generosity and ‘‘belong”’ to us only in the 
sense of leasehold. In the end, all that is wholly ‘‘ours’’ is 
the eternal life we share with God and the life and love He 
has given us freely. 


In a child, Jesus told us, we can see the characteristics 
that are needed to be heirs of His Kingdom. William 
Barclay lists some of the childlike qualities Jesus may have 
had in mind — the power of wonder, the power to forgive 
and forget injustice or misunderstanding, the innocence 
that enables the child to learn, not unlearn, to do not 
undo. But, he adds, there are three great assets of 
childlikeness: humility, dependence and trust. 


* “THE CHILD’S humility is the pattern of the 
Christian’s behavior to his fellow men, and the child’s 
dependence and trust are the patterns of the Christian’s 
attitude towards God, the Father of all.’’ 

Obviously self-absorption contradicts humility, but so, 
too, does the withholding of or withdrawing from love. As 
we progress in our world and discover that love is not 


always reciprocated and that our ready love may be met 
with rejection or disappointment, we are predictably hurt. 
Equally predictably, instead of reordering our 
expectations to emphasize the value of loving as a goal 
without finding its value in the response of those we love, 
we tend to recoil in fear of hurt and inhibit not only our 
ability to love freely, but to grow personally. Love will 
always cause us to grow. Fear and self-pity are spiritual 
and human poison. 


It is sad that, as adults, we so often lose sight of the 
immense potential for good still untapped within us. 
There is a tendency to judge ourselves comparatively, to 
adopt someone else’s standards for ourselves, when 
actually we stand uniquely before God and our fellows. 
We carry still great individual potential, no matter what 
we may or may not have achieved up to this point, and we 
diminish both ourselves and our Creator when we deny 
that. 


THE GREAT potential of a child does not grow less as 
we grow older. If anything, it increases. The more we 
achieve, the more we are capable of achieving. The more 
we love, the greater is our potential for love. The more we 
forgive, the greater our potential forgiveness. The more 
we acknowledge our dependence on God and trust in 
Him, the greater our potential to abandon our lives to His 
love. We have a great deal to learn from the child within 
us — if we remember the passionate Christ. 


Bedtime is a ‘bad time’ 


“‘What do you mean, bedtime?’’ a dad asked me. 
““There’s no such a thing. Around our home there’s at 
least 10 bedtimes — two for each child, two for us, and 
then the teenagers start thinking about it. The bedtime in 

_ our place lasts for four hours.”’ 


So true. The only difference between bedtimes and 
badtimes in the family is one letter. There’s a Murphy- 


like law that says young children come. alive in direct , 


proportion to their parents’ collapse after 8 p.m. 


WE WENT through the bedtime badtimes just like 
every other parent. We fought the monsters in the dark, 
unsuccessfully I might add, until an older sibling handled 
it for us. We went in, turned on lights, pointed out 
rationally that there were no monsters, hugged, kissed, 
blessed and went out, only to hear distressed cries 15 
minutes later. 


Finally his tired sibling took over. He went in with a 
pretend weapon, opened the closet door, shot the monster 
and told his brother he was safe. He fell asleep in three 
minutes, never to be afraid of that monster again. So 
much for child psychology.

We endured the Sahara complex — the child who isn’t 
thirsty until 8 p.m. We put a pitcher of water on his desk 
and that ended his trek to the kitchen sink oasis every 10 
minutes. We fought the Homework Hound who panics at 
9 p.m., insisting he has to stay up or fail, by getting him 
up at 5.a.m. instead. We only had to do it once — with 
each child. 


WE SOLVED the nocturnal bathroom-traveller by 
forbidding any liquid after dinner. Again, once with each 
child. They liked their evening soda. 


Hardest of all was the nosey parent interrupter. When 
Jim and I finally found a chance to talk at the end of a 
chaotic day, this one came and sat listening to every word. 
Everything we tried failed. We ignored him. He struck 
harder. 


We used big words. He asked what they meant. We 
mentioned a wonderful television program in another 
room. He wasn’t interested. By the time he went to bed 
we were too exhausted to talk. 

BUT GOD or Mary or one of the blessed martyrs took 
pity on us and sent us The Solution. Pure genius. We 
turned our couple conversation into family ‘‘talk time’’ 


Baptism and confirmation lead 


The Mass is the center of. both baptism and 
confirmation. Baptism, in making us members of the 
Church, children of God the Father, constitutes us a a 
holy priesthood, a people called by God to offer the 
sacrifice of the Mass through the hands of the ordained 
priest and in union with him. 


Baptism gives us a primary direction to the worship 
offered in the Mass. Baptism draws us into union with 
Christ the priest, the supreme worshipper of God the 
Father. 


CONFIRMATION conforms us to Christ as He is, 
with the Father, the source of the Holy Spirit, God’s love 
in a person. Confirmation too is related to the Mass in 
that it makes us apostles of God’s great love which is 
celebrated in the Mass. Confirmation empowers us to live 
the meaning of the Mass by sharing God’s love with 
others. é 


By means of the sacraments of baptism and 
confirmation we can live the two great commandments. 
Baptism leads us to express our love for God with our 
whole being in the-Mass, and confirmation inspires us to 


draw from God’s love in the Mass the grace to fulfill the 
commandment to love our neighbors. 


The Mass, the celebration of the eucharist, is the center 
of our lives as Catholics. That is why baptism and 
confirmation find their meaning in the Mass. 


WHEN THE Constitution on the Liturgy was published 
by the Second Vatican Council in 1963, one sentence in 
particular caught the attention of many authors and 
teachers — ‘‘The liturgy is the summit toward which all 
the activity of the Church is directed; at the same time it is 
the fountain from which all her power flows. (10)’’ The 
next sentence, though less frequently quoted, helps to 
clarify what the Constitution had in mind: ‘‘For the goal 
of apostolic works is that all who are made children of God 
by faith and baptism should come together to praise God 
in the midst of his Church, to take part in the sacrifice (of 
the Mass), and to eat the Lord’s Supper.”’ 


The goal of apostolic work, the Council teaches us, is to 
lead people to the liturgy, especially the Mass. This 
means, for example, that parents who teach their children 


and required attendance. When a child appeared, we 
turned to him and said, ‘‘Tell us all about your day.”’ 


Like any children worth their oatmeal, they responded 
by trying to get away. The harder they tried, the more we 
hung on. Eventually, they succeeded and we won. We 
were actually able to talk, unfettered by little ears that 
were too big to hear what we wanted to share. 

And then they became teenagers. They started staying 
up later than we did. They cooked pizzas at 11 p.m. They 
talked on the phone and played what they called music. 


WE ENDURED. We prayed. We didn’t sleep but the 
blessed martyrs came through again. We turned routine 
nocturnal duties over to them: last one up cleans up the 
kitchen; last one up waters the cat; last one up scours the 
bathtub; last one up fixes breakfast coffee; last one up, in 
other words, becomes the last one up in the morning. 


I’m happy to say it works. After years of struggling, we 
find them kissing us goodnight, tucking us in, and asking 
us, ““How was your day?’’ Such sweet revenge. Hang in 
there, young parents. It may not get better but it certainly 
gets easier. 


to the Mass 


by word and example the meaning and value of the Mass 
are fulfilling their sacrament of confirmation. They are 
doing the same when they gently and prudently try to 
persuade their older children to continue to be faithful to 
the Mass and the sacraments, despite the reluctance or 
even rejection often expressed by young adults. 


If a young person, recently confirmed, wants to know 
what he ought to do to live out his confirmation, he should 
realize that he is all the more committed to the Church, 
especially in the liturgy. He should resist the pressures of 
his peers to abandon the Mass and the sacrament of 
penance, and he should not hesitate to try to persuade 
others of the value of the Mass, both by talking to them 
and by offering to accompany them to Church. 


GOD’S PLAN is that we become His children who 
respond to Him in praise and thanksgiving, a people who 
worship Him in spirit and in truth. Such is the ultimate 
purpose of life. Baptism directs us to the liturgy, 
especially the Mass for this purpose and confirmation 
commits us to helping others to achieve it in this life and 
in the life to come.

IVESDALE, Ill. (NC) — When the late October winds - 


kick up stormy gusts and little goblins trick or treat, the 
legend of the ghost-priest haunts the farming community 
of Ivesdale. | 


Is the giant, turn-of-the-century rectory in the Peoria 
diocese really occupied by a specter-priest?, Does he still 
come back to vest for Mass before the mantle mirror? 
Does he still celebrate the liturgy on the eve of every first 
Friday in St. Joseph’s Church next door? 


‘‘T HEAR the creaking, and I hear the attic door 
bang,”’ said Father Joseph Marzolf, pastor at St. Joseph’s 
since 1968. Father Marzolf attributes the noise to boards 
settling but, ‘‘I also have a healthy respect for this old 
house and its old stories...and I leave well enough alone.’’ 


The story, as it is remembered, is that a ghostly priest 


was seen by another priest vesting for Mass in the rectory. . 


Another version has the ghost actually celebrating Mass 
in the church. 


Father William Feeney, a native son of the parish and 
pastor at St. Matthew’s Parish in Champaign, IIl., 
attributes the second version to Father J.W. Armstrong, 
appointed pastor to Ivesdale in 1917. 


‘*HE WAS saying his office late one night after hearing 
confessions,’’ Father Feeney said, recalling the story he 
heard as a boy, ‘“‘when he encountered a strange priest 
who came out of the sacristy and asked him to serve Mass. 
Father Armstrong did, and when it was over, the visitor 
explained he had missed a Mass when he was living and 
now had to celebrate the liturgy on First Friday eve in 
order to get out of Purgatory...” 

The story was boosted grandly during Father Feeney’s 
school days. ‘‘Some of us were asked about it when we 
were in high school at St. Bede. We sometimes made 
things up because we knew what they wanted to hear,’’ he 
said.

His own experience has shown no evidence of ghosts 
beyond the squeaks he’s heard in the ‘‘very large frame 
building.”’ 

“‘T HAVE slept in the ghost room three times and each 
time the ghost was out,’’ Father Feeney said. ‘‘It didn’t 
bother me.”’ 


But, according to the stories, it bothered the late Bishop 
Joseph H. Schlarman of Peoria. Having gone to bed after 
a lengthy confirmation service at St. Joseph’s, the bishop 
departed suddenly in the early hours of the morning after 
hearing chains on the stairs. According to the story he 
refused to stay at the rectory again. 


A year ago Bishop Edward W. O’Rourke of Peoria 
opened the wrong door at the St. Joseph rectory and fell 
down a flight of stairs, breaking a bone in his foot. 


FATHER MARZOLEF said he often has been kidded 
about the haunted rectory. “‘When the movie The 
Exorcist came out, I even had a request from some people 
at Catholic University who wanted to come out and 
examine the house, but I discouraged it.’’

is the proper or best age for confirmation. 


The new Code of Canon Law, which took effect last — 
year, is the source of the need for a decision on the age of 
confirmation by the bishops’ conference, as well as for a 
series of other legal decisions the bishops will be asked to 
make in November. 


The new code, which is the general law for the Western 
or Latin-Rite Church, says in a number of places that 
local norms are to’be established by national conferences 
of bishops. 


IN TWO SUCH areas, norms for clerical attire and for 
support of the Church by the people, the bishops’ 
Canonical Affairs Committee has recommended that the 
national norm should be that each dieccse | is free to set its 
own norms. 


In six other areas, the committee has recommended 
that a study be made before any national norms or 
guidelines are set, and in the meantime each diocese’s 
own norms should stand. These are norms for the support

On the evening of Oct. 15, 
1982, Janet Ennis’ three teen-age 
children left their suburban Pitt- 
sburgh home for a pizza. William 
Ennis, 18, his sister Robin, 17, 
and brother Brian, 15, never 
returned. They were killed in- 
stantly in a car crash. - 

Stunned as she was by the 
tragedy, Mrs. Ennis remembers 
how inadequate was the response 
from most people. In such a 
situation, she said, people 
don’t know what to say or how 
to act. Instead of moving closer to 
the survivor, they move away. 


Mark Dressel was president of 
the youth group at Sacred Heart 
Parish in the Shadyside section of 
Pittsburgh. He was ‘‘a real good 
kid, an all-American boy,’’ said a 
friend, Father Albert J. Leonard, 
associate pastor of the parish. 

Last January, halfway through 
his freshman year at college, Mark 
Dressel was killed in an 
automobile accident. He was 18. 

“One of the things that impress- 
ed me was the hundreds and hun- 
dreds of cards the family receiv- 
ed,’’ recalled Father Leonard. ‘‘All 
of them said the same thing — 
“Words can’t express, words can- 
not. describe...’ And I thought that 
is just wrong. 

“Is Christianity silenced by 
tragedy?’’ Father Leonard asked. 
“If it is we've met our match. If 
not, we have something to say.”’ 
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Last April, Father Leonard, Mrs. 
Ennis and others decided it was 
time for the church to become in- 
volved in a ministry to families of 
people who died tragically, either 
through murder, suicide or acci- 
dent. The program they launched 
is called “‘We Are Remembered”’ 
and its purpose goes to the heart 
of the Christian response to 
violence. 

Organized under the Diocese of 
Pittsburgh’s Family Life Office, the 
program has two main objectives, 
Mrs. Ennis said. The first is to 
remember the dead while helping 
families cope and live with the 
loss. The second is to help ed- 
ucate people — priests and laity — 
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on how to relate to survivors. 

“People need to remember lov- 
ed ones who died violently,’’ 
Father Leonard said. ‘‘We relegate 
them to nothingness if we don’t 
remember them.’’ 

Mrs. Ennis agreed. To parents, 
brothers and sisters and other 
family members, she said, the 
deceased person, though gone, re- 
mains very real. The need to 
remember their personalities, their 
contributions, their good and bad 
points, is great, she added. 

A major problem, she con- 
tinued, is that people seem to be 
paralyzed by tragedy. 

“People have no idea what to 
say,’ explained Mrs. Ennis. 
‘They're frightened because they 
don’t know what to say and 
because they feel vulnerable, that 
it might happen to them. They’re 
so afraid that they just stay away. 
Then you lose your friends as 
well as your loved one.”’ 

Asked what friends can do in 
such cases, Mrs. Ennis said ‘‘the 
main thing is to be there’’ with 
the survivors. 

“What I remember (about the 
death of my children) 
is who was there, who 
said I love you, who 
said Pll pray for 
you,” she said.

What should be avoided, the 
priest emphasized, are pious say- 
ings designed to justify what has 
happened. “‘It was God’s will’’ or 
“He's in a better place’”’ or 
“You're fortunate you have other 
children’”’ fall into this category. 

In the case of murder or assault, 
another factor faces the Christian 
victim or survivor — forgiveness. 

While acknowledging the heal- 
ing power of forgiveness, Father 
Leonard said frankly that ‘‘some 
people are never going to 
forgive.’’ Those people 
must be cared for as 
well, he added.

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“It’s simplistic to think that if you 
forgive, then you're back on the 
road to recovery. It’s much more 
complex than that. (Survivors) 
must know that all hope is not 
gone, that they can laugh again 
and live again.” 

Both Father Leonard and Mrs. 
Ennis stressed that the thrust of 
their ministry is spiritual. 

“That does not mean that we 
accept tragedy,”’ said Father 
Leonard. ‘‘We have to work to 
make the world a safer place. We 
have to be in courtrooms and 
legislatures speaking out against 
injustices that make life unlivable 
or unsafe.” 

But legislation, such as stiffer 
penalties against drunk drivers, is 
not the primary goal of ‘‘We Are 
Remembered.”’ 

“Jesus Christ was an innocent 
victim,” said the Pittsburgh priest. 
‘‘We can speak to such situations 
because we know that redemption 
was accomplished in the midst of 
tragedy.’

Does violence on television 
beget violence in real life? 

That is the question 
psychologists, social scien- 
tists, educators and parents 
have puzzled over ever since 
television entered the main- 
stream of American life. 

In fact, many studies seem 
to confirm the suspicion 
that excessive viewing of 
TV violence may increase 
the likelihood of aggressive 
behavior. 

But for many experts, the most 
disturbing consequences of TV 
violence — physical and 
psychological violence — are the 
subtle ways it can mar the human 
spirit. A steady diet of televised 
violence, they contend, can create 
distorted attitudes about the 
world and greater fear and 
distrust of others. 
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Television stories ‘“‘appear to 
take place against a backdrop of 
the real world,’’ said Larry Gross, 
writing in ‘“‘Television Awareness 
Training: A Viewer’s Guide for 
Family and Community”’ 
(Abingdon Press, 1979). The 
viewer is offered ‘‘a continuous 
stream of ‘facts’ and impressions 
about the ways of the world”’ and 
of human nature. 

Given the content of many pro- 
grams, adults who are heavy 
viewers ‘‘are more likely to reflect 
interpersonal mistrust,’’ believing 
that most people just look out for 
themselves and cannot be trusted. 

Not only do such people 
“overestimate their chances of en- 
countering violence,’’ but also 
they tend to obtain ‘‘dogs, guns 
and locks for purposes of protec- 
tion in greater proportions’’ than 
do people who rarely or never 
watch those programs, Gross said. 

John Miller, media resources 
consultant for the office of 
evangelization and catechesis of 
the Diocese of Paterson, N.J., said 
television often conveys the 


message that violence is ‘“‘the 
easiest, quickest way to deal with 
problems.’’ As a result, people 
who encouter problems in per- 
sonal relationships sometimes turn 
to what they’ve seen on televi- 
sion, expecting to solve problems 
quickly and superficially. 

Another effect, according to 
Miller, is ‘‘desensitization.’’ People 
who witness countless examples 
of violence every day on televi- 
sion can become “‘more tolerant 
of pain and suffering, thinking 
‘that’s the way it is and there’s 
nothing I can do about it.’”’ 
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Humility Sister Elizabeth 
Thoman, editor of the ecumenical 
journal Media and Values, believes 
violence on television can create 
“‘a suspicion that somebody’s out 
to get me.’’ This attitude, she 
said, ‘‘breaks down one’s trust 
level toward strangers’’ and 
toward people who are different 
from oneself. 

‘How, then, can a sense of hope 
and trust, a spirit of love for 
friend and stranger alike that is 
basic to the Christian message, be 
restored? 

One way parishes can attempt 
to alleviate fear and distrust, Sister 
Thoman said, is to create support 
communities which bring people 
into contact with others in a safe 
environment. This can take the 


form of recreational programs for 
the elderly, day care for 
neighborhood children, food pan- 
tries for the poor or participation 
in a refugee resettlement program. 

““By providing these kinds of 
services, a parish builds a com- 
munity of people who can trust 
one another, even when they 
come from different 


backgrounds,’’ Sister Thoman said. 


“In this way, people will begin to 
feel much less threatened by the 
world in which they live and be 
better able to cope and reach out 
to others.”’ 

Similarly, Miller said, when fear, 
distrustfulness or lack of hope are 
encountered in others, ‘‘we are 
called to witness and respond in 
the way we can.’’ Some are able 
to do it within a family, he said 
— becoming more sensitive to the 
ways people treat each other at 
home. 

Finally, Sister Thoman suggests 
that parishes or groups of in- 
dividuals can establish educational 
programs on the influences of 
television. When people come to 
television with some understand- 
ing of how violence is used to 
advance a show’s action, they’re 
more likely to say, “‘Oh, that’s 
just the way the script is written’’ 
— not necessarily the way things 
really are.

Two years ago pastoral associate 
Laura Meagher took 40 CCD 
students from Holy Trinity Parish 
in Washington, D.C., on retreat. 

There, during a discussion, a 
15-year-old girl brought up her 
suicide attempt. She explained, 
haltingly, that she did it because 
the boy she cared for didn’t 
return her feelings. 

In helping the group respond to 
the girl, Ms. Meagher asked a 
question: ‘“‘How many of you 
have seriously considered suicide 
or know someone who has?”’ 

“IT was stunned,’’ she said. 
“They all raised their hands.”’ 

Soon the discussion turned to 
what might lead teen-agers to take 
such a potentially final step. They 
mentioned many reasons: lack of 
friends; feeling unable to live up 
to parental expectations; feeling 
torn between divorcing parents. 
Many teens said they felt worth-~ 
less or that no one loved them. 

By now, the girl who attempted 
suicide was in tears. An older boy 
then turned to her and said: “‘If 
you ever think of suicide again, 
please call me. I care what happens 
to you,’’ Ms. Meagher reported. 

That sort of ‘‘personal touch”’ is 
vital in showing teens there are 
alternatives to suicide, that so-

Jesus sent messengers ahead of 
him when, in Luke’s Gospel, he 
set out on his fateful journey to 
Jerusalem.

meone does care, Ms. Meagher 
said. For many 15-year-olds 
“don’t believe life goes on’’ when 
problems arise. 

Ms. Meagher is in charge of | 
sacrament preparation programs 
and the CCD program at Holy 
Trinity. Asked to define violence, 
she explained it is ‘‘anything that 
kills the spirit.’’ This includes 
physical violence but also psychic 
violence. 

Many youths talk about the ~ 
psychic pressure they feel from 
moving about in a large, imper- 
sonal environment, she added. If 
their schools and parishes are 
huge, students can worry that 
they “‘may fall through the cracks 
of the system.”’ 

Holy Trinity puts a high priority 
on confronting different kinds of 
violence in its high school pro- 
gram, especially in social justice 
courses. Ms. Meagher explained 
why: ‘‘We want our students to 
develop a Christian perspective 
and response to violence.”’ 

In describing how a program 
might treat violence, the pastoral 
minister mentioned a unit on the 
Christian worldview. It deals from 
a Christian perspective with what 
currently is in the news headlines. 

One year the headlines were full 
of the Middle East crisis. So 
refugees from that region were in- 


.vited to talk about their ex- 
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periences with the students. 

Violence in the abstract doesn’t 
have much meaning for students, 
Ms. Meagher remarked. They need 
to be able to “‘attach names and 
faces to violence, to see it’s peo- 
ple who hurt.”’ 

When violence is viewed this 
way, students get interested in 
trying to do something about it, 
the pastoral associate commented. 

The war-peace issue also attracts 
lots of attention at Holy Trinity. 
In courses two years running, 
students studied the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter, ‘‘The Challenge of 
Peace.”’ The first year they ‘“‘were 
overwhelmed,”’ finding the 
violence of war a hard topic to 
handle, Ms. Meagher indicated. 

So, to bring the topic down to a 
more manageable level, at one 
point the 10th-graders and their 
teachers discussed war and peace 
in terms of conflict resolution. 
They. ‘‘talked about methods of 
conflict resolution within daily 
life’’ and about the need for com- 
promise, Ms. Meagher said. 

In discussing violence in its 
many forms, she said, students see 
that “‘the Scriptures are clearly 
against aggression. And students 
are open to the gospel message if 
it’s given in concrete terms.”’

““When the companions of Jesus 
saw what was going to happen 
they said, ‘Lord, shall we use the 
sword?’”’ 

In Matthew’s version of the in- 
cident, Jesus says: “‘Put back your 
sword where it belongs. Those 
who use the sword are sooner or 
later destroyed by it’’ (Matthew 
26:52). 

Later, when Pilate asks Jesus if 
he is a king, Jesus replies, ‘“‘My 
kingdom does not belong to this 
world. If my kingdom were of 
this world, my subjects would be 
fighting to save it’’ ohn 18:36). 

I believe the clear implication is 
that authentic subjects of Jesus’ 
kingdom do not resort to 
‘violence. ; 

Jesus was practicing what he 
preached. The Beatitudes spell out 
the basic attitudes which, by con- 
trast, have to do with violence: 
“Blest are they who show mercy; 
mercy shall be theirs...Blest too 
are the peacemakers...Blest are 
you when they insult you and 
persecute you and utter every 
kind of slander against you 
because of me’’ (Matthew 


5-7 OAL): 

This theme of positive 
gentleness and kindness recurs fre- 
quently throughout the Sermon on 
the Mount. 

For instance: ‘“‘You have heard 
the commandment, ‘You shall 
love your countryman but hate 
your enemy.’ My command to 
you is love your enemies, pray for 
your persecutors. This will prove 
that you are children of your 
heavenly Father, for his sun rises 
on the bad and on the good”’ 
(Matthew 5:43-45,48). 

Jesus turned the accepted value 
system on its head. In situations 
which normally called for 
violence, he urged gentleness, 
non-resistance. 

Crazy? Impractical? 

So impractical that people who 
took him seriously changed the 
whole course of human history. 

Violence breeds violence. Only 
love can bring peace. The great 
Cardinal Suhard of Paris once 
said: ‘‘The world will belong to 
those who love it.”’

An afternoon TV 
program the child was watching 
had been interrupted with a 
vivid report of the shooting. 

This child’s father did not 
work near the scene of the 
shooting. All the child

her father was in Washington 
where a terrible shooting had oc- 
curred.

Spanish, U.S. stamps 
will honor Fr. Serra

Spain issued a postage stamp in October in honor of 
Father Junipero Serra, while U.S. postal officials planned 
to issue one in 1985. 


Father Serra, founder of several historic missions in 
California, is being honored with a year-long observance 
of the bicentennial of his death. 


SPAIN’S NEW stamp, issued Oct. 12, Columbus 
Day, includes a bust of Father Serra (1713-1784) with San 
Gabriel Mission and a map of California in the 
background. Worth 40 pesetas (23 cents), the stamp is 
part of an ‘‘America-Spain’’ series. 


A brochure issued with the stamp describes Father 
Serra as ‘‘one of the most important personages during 
the colonization of America.”’ 


Four million Serra stamps were printed in Spain. 


THE U.S. stamp, expected to be used as an 
international postage stamp, will be similar to the 
commemorative stamp issued by Spain, according to Don 
McDowell, general manager of the stamps division of the 
U.S. Postal Service. Information on the Spanish stamp 
can be obtained by writing to Direccion General de 
Correos y Telecommunicacion, Seccion De Filatelia, 
Palacio de Communicaciones, 28070 Madrid, Spain.

Father Rigali-addressed the topic of the Christian in a 
pluralistic society like the United States. 


‘““CHRISTIANS ARE located along a spectrum going 
from triumphal understanding to ecumenical 
understanding,’’ Father Rigali said. 


Triumphal understanding is based on the ‘‘melting pot 
metaphor’ of the United States where Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews are blended. together to yield the 
Judeo-Christian ethic, he said. 


Ecumenical understanding sees the nation as an open- 
ended society, ‘‘a floral arrangement (of faiths) which is 
never complete,’’ he said. This type of Christian is 
tolerant of ‘‘other Christians, religions and no religion at 
all,’’ the priest added. 


‘““CHRISTIANS ARE called to make the world a 
better place through the Gospel,’’ Father Rigali said. 
‘‘Christians are called to bear witness to Christ but they 
are not called to dominate others,’’ he said. 


Because religion, morality and politics should not exist 
separately within an individual or a society, ‘“‘Christians 
should better the world through legislation,’’ he said. 
However, the priest added, motivated by moral beliefs, 
“Christians should engage in the legislative process 
through the rules of the game.”’

Religion and politics are not mutually exclusive, Father 
Rigali said. Christians must ‘“‘play the legislative game 
according to secular rules,’’ and remember politics is the 
art of the possible, he added. 


TO HONOR the pluralism of the political process, 
‘‘we should use persuasion not coercion’’ to change 
another’s view on an issue, he said. 


At times public well-being may clash with personal 
morality but, ‘‘Christians may not adopt a do-nothing 
position because others-say an issue is a matter of personal 
rights,’’ the priest said. Citing abortion as an example, he 
said, despite the fact that some call it a matter of 
reproductive rights, Christians must not do nothing 
because human life is at stake.

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On February 27, 1767, King Charles 
III abruptly expelled the Society of Jesus 
from Spain and its colonies. The king’s 
action was distinctly unpopular, but 
viceroys, governors, soldiers and 
missionaries had learned to be silent and 
obedient to their monarch. 


Shortly after the announcement that 
the society was to leave the uninviting 
Peninsula of Baja California, a decision 
was made to entrust the orphaned Jesuit 
missions there to the Franciscans of the 
Apostolic College of San Fernando. 


THOUGH COLLEGE officials had 
little enthusiasm for the undertaking, they 
had no choice in the matter. Fray 
Junipero Serra was among the friars 
chosen for the new apostolate and he was 
also to serve as presidente of the missions. 


In mid-July, the small missionary 
contingency bade farewell to its 
community. Just before leaving, the 
superior briefly addressed the group, ‘‘Go 
forth with the blessing of God and Our 
Seraphic Father, Saint Francis, to

On April 2nd, the friars disembarked 
at Loreto, the unpretentious capital of 
Baja California. The humble church in 
which they were to begin their work as 
successors of the Jesuits was a plain, flat- 
roofed building with a ceiling formed of 
nicely worked beams of cedar wood. 


GOVERNOR GASPAR de Portola 
welcomed the friars. On April 3, they 
celebrated Easter with all becoming 
solemnity. Fifteen priests. said their 
Masses early in the morning and later 
Fray Junipero Serra offered the Solemn 
Mass, with the others forming the choir. 
After Mass, the Alabado was sung. 


Having learned the location, distance 
and needs of each mission, Serra 
proceeded to assign his subjects to them. 
Though all were pleased, none knew 
exactly what his mission in this rough 
country among the _ poverty-stricken 
Indians would be like. 


Serra outlined a uniform method of 
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Reaching out 


At this time, when we are presented 
with the challenge of our missionary 
faith we might be tempted to look at 
our options. And we find we really have 
none. Through the teaching of Jesus in 
at least two major matters we are not 
given an option. 

The first “‘no-option’’ part of our 
faith is that we are commanded to love. 
We are not asked to love. We are 
commanded: first to love God and then 
our neighbor as much as ourselves. We 
have no option. Jesus did not say, ‘’See 
if you can love God and your neighbor.’’ 
He made it a direct commandment. 


Another command came when Jesus 
was giving his Apostles their ‘charter, ’’ 
as it were. He challenged and 
commanded them — and us as their 
successors — to carry the faith around 
the world. It is all in the last part of St. 
Matthew's Gospel. ‘’Go and teach all 
nations,’’ is one translation. A direct 
command, an order, a_ challenge.

administering the missions and then gave 
his subjects a paternal talk about their 
future work, urging all of them to labor 
zealously in their new vineyards. 


THE INDIAN population at some of 
the missions was very small; in all of them 
there were only 7,149 Indians of all ages. 
Some had sufficient water from small 
streams, but droughts were common and 
the periodic locust plagues were 
devastating. When the harvest was good, 
the products included wheat, corn, beans, 
rice, figs, olives, pomegranates, peaches,

When Doves Cry is taken from the 
soundtrack of Prince’s autobiographical 
movie Purple Rain. The film is much 
more than the usual rock star 
documentary. In it, Prince tells us that he 
lived in a home filled with violence. 


This topic and its multiple social effects 
cannot be discussed adequately in a single 
column but I would like to suggest a few 
points to think about. 


Prince’s story is not unique. Too many 
young people suffer similar experiences. 
As the song indicates, the effects of 
violence at home continue to spill over to 
other relationships. A spiraling cycle of 
emotional hurt is established. 


Violence in the home can be verbal, 
physical and/or sexual. Whatever the 
form, the hurt is deep and lasting. As 


Prince’s story shows, even just seeing 
domestic violence hurts members of the 
household. Victims and observers of 
violence often feel guilty themselves. 


They often try to hide away incidents of 
violence from other people. Sometimes 
even the afflicted families never 
acknowledge what actually is occurring in 
their homes. - 


Young people affected by domestic 
violence need to know that they can help 
themselves. To continue denying the 
situation allows the hurt to grow. People 
are not meant to live as victims, devoid of 
life’s promises and meaning. 


I encourage young people experiencing 


‘or observing any type of domestic 


violence to seek help, professional help if 
necessary. The effects of violence often 


are more extensive than even the victim 
may realize. The guidance and skill of a 
professional counselor frequently are 
needed for sorting out and healing hurt 
feelings. 


I also encourage young people to leave 
the house when violence appears 
imminent. Do not argue with the one 
likely. to act abusively — simply leave for 
a while. A prearranged place to go will be 
helpful, such as the home of a friend. Go 
to a place where you can be accepted non- 
judgmentally and where you will be out of 
danger from another’s violent behavior. , 


Our future is not determined entirely 
by our past. Victims of domestic violence 
can find hope. If you are such a victim, 
reach out to those who want to help you 
rebuild your life.

Temas del Tercer Encuentro 


EI interés por la juventud esta vivoy afloro 


Por el P. Luis F. Berial 


Se dice. que desde el vientre materno y desde los 
primeros afios de la nifiez se forja el futuro del ser 
humano; pero todos admiten que es la juventud, ya 
dotada de inteligencia y libertad, la época de sembrar, 
como en primavera, las semillas de ideas, principios 
habitos, actitudes, tendencias y prdcticas que mas tarde 
dardn frutos de bien (o de mal). 


Es un periodo muy corto la juventud, de los 16 a los 24 
afios, apenas 8 afios de la existencia. Por ello-es tan 
importante para los jévenes que la viven y para los adultos 
que necesariamente la ejemplarizan y acompafan, hacer 


en esta etapa una siembra y preparacién tal, que asegure 


el éxito feliz del futuro. 


EN EL II Encuentro Nacional Hispano (1977) el 
Obispo James Rausch, de Phoenix, Arizona, apoy6 la 
formacién del Cuerpo Nacional de Trabajo por la 
Pastoral Juvenil Hispana (National Hispanic Youth Task 
Force), que ha luchado por sobrevivir, a pesar de la 
ausencia de un serio compromiso de las estructuras 
eclesiales para dicha pastoral; y gracias al ‘‘Task Force,’’ 
ayudado por el Secretariado Nacional Hispano y las 
oficinas regionales, el interés por nuestra juventud esta 
vivo y afloré entre las prioridades del Tercer Encuentro. 


Vamos a enfocar también este tema con nuestro 
método habitual de Puebla. 


I.VER 
A.Cuadro general de la realidad, 


ERA APENAS légico que esta prioridad brotara de la 
conciencia del pueblo. El censo de los EE.UU. en 1980 
manifesté que el 54% de los hispanos en la nacidn son 
jOvenes menores de 25 afios. Estos jévenes son en su 
mayoria ‘‘biculturales,’? es decir, se desempefan 
igualmente bien dentro de su cultura paterna y dentro de 
la sociedad norteamericana. 


Pero en muchos casos el biculturalismo problematiza la 
identidad del joven que pierde su idioma, su cultura, la 
comunicacién familiar y, por desconocimiento de sus 
valores histdricos, llega a considerarse inferior ante la 
sociedad dominante, y hasta a avergonzarse de su origen. 


La falta de lideres hispanos jévenes y adultos acrecienta 
este problema. 


SIN EMBARGO, el joven hispano es una fuerza 
positiva dentro de su pueblo, con muchas dotes: es 
idealista, generoso, alegre, de energia inagotable, con 
gran sentido de la realidad y encauzado a la accién, por 
naturaleza honesto y sincero; cuestiona a las personas y a 
las instituciones. 


Bien orientados estos jévenes podrian cambiar el curso. 
de la historia; mal orientados, aumentardan la ruina de la 
humanidad. 


B.Realidad dentro de la Iglesia. 


ES DOLOROSO constatar que dentro de la Iglesia la 
participacidn activa de ese 54% de hispanos menores de 
25 afios, queda reducida a un 1%. De los 100 jdévenes 
hispanos bautizados, 99 estan lejos del Evangelio, 
divididos, rifiendo entre si, o discriminados por el grupo 
anglo u otros grupos dominantes. 


Ni la Jerarquia ni la familia ni los compafieros apoyan a 
los pocos jdvenes lideres hispanos catdlicos que surgen; y 
apenas si existe alguna oportunidad para que ellos puedan 
formarse como tales. 


No se da ayuda de la Iglesia a ningtin nivel. No hay un 
Plan Pastoral Nacional Hispano que incluya.a la 
juventud. | 


LAS ESTRUCTURAS misioneras actuales de la 
Iglesia estan dirigidas hacia el adulto, y no _ hay 
comunicaci6n eclesial especifica con el joven hispano a no 
ser que él renuncie completamente a su identidad y se 
asimile a la cultura dominante. 


Constantemente Ilegan a los EE.UU. innumerables 
jOvenes catdlicos de Hispanoamérica (de México, de El 
Salvador, de Centroamérica, de Suramérica...); no hay 
solidaridad de la Iglesia con ellos. No existen programas 
catolicos. para identificarlos, recibirlos en las 
comunidades, evangelizarlos... 


C.Realidad dentro de la sociedad. 


LA EDUCACION que ‘ecibe aqui el joven hispano es 
alienante, enfocada sdlo a ganar dinero. No promueve un 
crecimiento integral de la persona y si le impide hacer 
decisiones vocacionaies cristianas. 


Dentro del sistema educativo el joven hispano se halla 
discriminado por su idioma, su acento, su apariencia 
fisica y por prejuicios de los niveles directivos. 


Culturalmente esta expuesto a la presidn de la sociedad 
dominante que lo influye para que renuncie a todo lo 
propio de su identidad étnica y lo enfrenta a estas 
opciones angustiantes: se aisla o se asimila. 


SI SE aisla no aprende el idioma nacional, no adquiere 
la ciudadania, no participa en lo social ni en lo politico ni 
en lo econdmico;' no tiene derechos, no vota; se 
empobrece, se autoelimina socialmente. 


Si se asimila pierde su idioma, sus costumbres y valores 
autdctonos, rompe su comunicacidn familiar, reniega y se 
averguenza de su origen; ordinariamente en estos casos lo 
desprecia el grupo dominante por su apariencia y lo 
rechaza el familiar por su traicidn. 

Entonces puede llegar una tercera opcion: la protesta 
insubordinada que pretende crear una cultura aparte, con 
modos propios de vestir, de hablar, de reaccionar (los 
cholos, los pachucos...) pero con la _ consecuente 
indisciplina que los lleva al desorden, a la droga, al 
alcohol, al vandalismo, etc. Son los frutos de la crisis de 
identidad. 


EXISTE LA cuarta alternativa: la integracidén, en la 
que se trata de participar totalmente de la vida del pais 
donde se vive, amarlo, sentir sus problemas, aprender su 
idioma, sus leyes; pero manteniendo la propia identidad 
personal: lengua, tradiciones, costumbres, valores. Esta 
postura de integracién afiade a la cultura dominante la 
riqueza especifica de nuestra propia cultura. 

D.Lo econémico, lo familiar, los grandes problemas. 

En lo econémico, la mayoria de nuestros jévenes 
hispanos tienen trabajos inferiores con sueldos_ bajos. 
Existe entre ellos ‘‘dependencia’’ del Welfare que les 
impide superarse. 

HAY MUCHOS marginados, indocumentados, ‘sin 
familia, sin empleo, sin ningvin cuidado especifico de la 
Iglesia ni del Estado. 

En el campo familiar se da la falta de comunicacién 
entre padres e hijos, originada por el choque cultural que 
engendra frecuentes pugnas entre jdvenes y adultos. 


Los medios de comunicacién, en especial la TV y los 
“‘magazines’’ manipulan al joven, a la joven con el

Que eran 
jovenes se deduce de la actividad que desarrollaron con el 
Maestro y después de muerto él; todos le sobrevivieron 
por muchos afios.
